Strong Blow Is Struck 
For Revisions in Law 


A.committee from the Georgia Bar 
Assn. has issued a scorching indictment 
of obsolete criminal laws and recom- 
mended a long-needed revision. 

Many state criminal statutes are, as 
the committee charged, “obsolete, need- 
lessly worded, overlapping and inade- 
quately stated.” 

Efficiency of court operation as a 
whole and especially of juries would be 
increased by modernizing procedures, 
eliminating outmoded provisions and re- 
ducing some of the present mumbo- 
jumbo to plainer language devoid of so 
many of the frills handed down from 
a bygone era. 

Several constructive proposals are em- 
bodied in the committee report. Among 
them are recommendations that de- 
fendants who choose to testify in crimi- 
nal cases do so under oath and that 
judges rather than juries set sentence, 
thus making it possible to give consid- 
eration to the past record of the con- 
victed person. 

The two suggested changes are in 
line with what several Fulton County 
grand juries have called for in urging 
improvements in court procedures. 

The committee pointed out that Geor- 
gia criminal statutes have not been re- 
vised completely for 25 years. Surely 
the time has arrived for an overhaul. 
It should be executed carefully, with 
scrupulous attention given to strengthen- 
ing protection of the innocent and to 
closing legal loopholes through which 
the guilty escape punishment. 

Unwarranted technicalities can be a 
hindrance to arriving at a just verdict. 
Justice would be served better if they 
were discarded. Law becomes |ittle more 
than a mockery when it becomes so vul- 
nerable to evasive tactics that the meat 
of the issue is shoved into the back- 
ground.

A second fact is that under 
Georgia law a school will be 
closed if it is integrated. 

A third fact is that no matter 
how much it may be demanded, 
or even wanted by the public, the 
schools cannot be operated on a 
racially-mixed basis unless two- 
thirds of the members of both 
houses of the Legislature approve 
a constitutional change and a 
majority of the voters ratify such 
a change. It would be impossible 
for Georgians to vote on a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
prior to November of 1960. 

Now we come to the ifs. 
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If the Atlanta schools are 
closed, all — including Negro 
schools—will close. Parents will 
attempt to continue education for 
their children in private schools, 
by home tutoring or by sending 
them to other cities where the 
public schools are operating. 

If all this comes about, a tax- 
payer’s suit will undoubtedly be 
filed in Fulton County asking that 
other schools over the state be

Accordingly, he said, ff the 
West protests now “we would 
have to act in the same way West 
Germany acted at the time, name- 
ly. ignoring the Potsdam Agree- 
ment and other agreements fol- 
lowing from the defeat of Ger- 
many.” 


The Soviet decision to bring an

The note to the Western Powers 
was one of the sternest ever com- 
posed by Moscow. It accused 
them of preventing the unifica- 
tion of Germany and refusing a 
peace treaty for Germany only 
to justify continued access to West 
Berlin and to use the city for 
espionage and ‘‘criminal” subver- 
sion against the Communist bloc. 


AT WAR’S END 


Since the West's rights in Berlin 
derive from three and four-power 
agreements at the end of World 
War II, Moscow said, there now 


prevails “an obviously absurd 
situation” of the Soviet Union 
seeming to support Western activi- 
ties against the Soviet Union and 
its Communist allies. 


The government declared that 
it “cannot tolerate such a situa- 
tion any further.” 


It therefore was giving ‘‘notice,”’ 
it said, that it considered ‘‘null 
and void" the agreement of Sept. 
12, 1944, between the United 
States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union delineating the zones of oc- 
cupation in Germany and provid- 
ing- for the joint administration 
of Berlin as well as the agree- 
ment of May 1, 1955, among the 
United States, Britain, France and 
the Soviet Union, establishing con- 
trol machinery for the occupation 
of Germany and Berlin. 


RATIFIED PLANS 


Both agreements preceded the 
‘Potsdam conference of the Big 
Four heads of government in July, 
1945, which ratified the wartime 
occupation plans. When asked 
whether the Soviet Union was also 
renouncing the Potsdam Agree- 
ment, Khrushchev only asked his 
questioner whether he believed the 
Potsdam Agreement still existed. 
The Premier went on’ to imply 
that in his view it had ceased to 
exist when the West decided to 
rearm West Germany. 

In its note to West Germany, 
Moscow also referred to the West- 
ern Powers’ contention that “‘their 
right of access to West Berlin 
stems. from the fact that Ger- 
many’s capitulation and: occupa- 
tion.”” This, the government main- 
tained, was “completely un- 
founded,”” especially since two in- 
dependent Germanies already 
have been in existence for more 
than nine years. 


PLAN NEGOTIA, .ONS 


The Soviet note’ to the Big 
Three said the government 
planned “at an appropriate mo- 
ment” to begin negotiations with 
East Germany to transfer to it 
all functions hitherto performed 
by Soviet authorities under the 


The Soviet plan thus amounted 
to notice that Western troops 
would have to quit West Berlin in 
the next six months or have their 
supply lines sealed off. 


Moscow maintained that all of 
Berlin was rightfully East Ger- 
man territory. It offered the free 
city plan, however, as a ‘“‘sacri- 
fice’ which, it said, proved the 
Communist bloc’s’ desire not to 
annex any territory. 


Since West Berlin was now com- 
mitted to a capitalist system, the 
government said, Moscow was 
willing to recognize “‘reality’’ and 
to grant the inhabitants of West 
Berlin the right to any social 
system they wish. Both Ger- 
manies and the Big Four, Moscow 
proposed, should pledge to re- 
frain from all interference with 
a free city of Berlin. 


The Soviet government said it 
would not object to U.N. “‘partic- 
ipation in a certain form” in the 
“observance” of the free city’s 
status.

SHE TEACHES YOUNG ATLANTANS FRENCH ON TELEVISION 
Mrs. Morphey Uses Stories About a French Family Each Day 


Petite Blonde Parisienne 
Teaches French on TV

A Parisian television school 
teacher is teaching her At- 
lanta pupils what she won't 
teach her husband—how to 
speak French. 


Actually Mrs. Odette Mor- 
phey would be willing to teach 
her husband to speak the lan- 
guage, but not using the same 
methods she uses with her 
class. 


Her pupils are fourth graders 
in various Atlanta schools. So 
she teaches them conversational 
French through her own imagi- 
native stories.

Jt was an unorthodox maneuver which would have made FSU’s 
Tom Nugent, the poor man’s Mike Todd, turn red with envy. The 
Baby Jackets had motored down to the Georgia 36, where Gann 
had hacked out a first down on a six-yard scamper. 


Coach Lumpkin’s Bullpups were well rehearsed on the Tech 
offensive tricks. But Coach Tate showed 'em something they hadn't 
seen. before. Gann and his old Northside playmate, John Ferguson, 
costarred with end Terry Evans, a Chattanooga product, on the 
touchdown. 


Ferguson lined up at left end and the Bullpups and the 
41,600 onlookers were unaware of what they were about to see. 
Ferguson raced around, took a handoff from Gann and pegged 
a perfect strike to Evans, who made a fine grab and buzzed 
into the end zone. The pass was worth 36 yards and six points, 
an end to end pitch. Gann then fumbled the snap on the PAT try, 
and Wayne Tayler blecked Mickey Carmack’s kick. 


The Baby Jackets had struck it rich with 2:17 remaining in the 
first quarter, and they almost doubled the margin on the last snap 
of the half. Gann flipped 27 yards to fleet halfback Billy Williamson, 
but the Bullpups’ Billy McKenney made a saving tackle at the 3. 


Both outfits were highly keyed, as usual, and surrendered the 
ball three times each in the first two chapters via fumbles. The 
first one by Larry Lafkowitz occurred on the opening kickoff. Billy 
McKenney made the recovery at the Tech 29, providing the Bull- 
pups the first scoring shot of the game. 


However, the aroused Tech line forced them to shoot a blank, 
and Durward Pennington eventually missed a field goal. Line of 
scrimmage was at the Tech 18. 


Before the field goal fizzle, the Bullpups had rammed to the 14, 
the deepest penetration they were to make in the first half. They 
visited Tech territory once more when end Jim Stout claimed a 
Gann bobble at the Tech 31.

Kenny Thompson, a shifty 160- 
pounder out of Kilgore, Tex., reminded the delegation of little 
Jimmy Thompson with his daring running. 


Though Georgia had been pressed against its own wall, the 
reluctant Bullpups refused to yield‘in the clutch. With the exception 
of the neatly executed scoring pass, the teams were still on even 
terms, at least on the scoreboard.

Suppose, for example a spade 
is opened, Declarer takes a club 
discard and leads a club. If East 
plays low, the queen forces West’s 
ace. It is now a simple matter 
for declarer to finesse the queen 
of hearts and play the jack of 
clubs through East to set up the 
10 for the discard of his other 
low heart. 


If East is inspired enough to 
rise with the king on the first 


lead of clubs declarer takes a 


heart finesse against West and 
then by leading out all the 
trumps succeeds in trapping 
West, who will be unable to hold 
on to the ace of clubs and also 
retain protection in hearts.

The pancreas is one of 
those glandular structures of the 
body without which we- don’t do 
well; in fact we do so poorly that 
life is not possible. Hence the 
reverence! 


The word is interesting because 
it comes from the Greek, pan, 
meaning all, and kreas, meaning 
flesh. The significance of that 
derivation is evident when you 
eat the pancreas of vertebrate 
animals, sweetbreads, which are 
“all meat,”” no bones or gristle. 


The pancreas serves man by 
its two secretions. One is called 
external to mean that it can be 
seen and measured as it comes 
from the pancreatic duct where 
this enters the common duct 
which brings the bile from the 
liver. These two secretions, bile 
and pancreatic juice, join to en- 
ter the intestine where food 
awaits them. There they continue 
the work of digestion, attacking 
with particular vehemence the 
fats and starches so that they 
can be absorbed to nourish the 
cells of the body. 


There is also an internal se- 
cretion, so-called because its pres- 
ence is known only by its action. 
In this case it comes from the 
Islands of Langerhans in the pan- 


creas, a personal name such as 
is often given in medicine from 
the pathologist or anatomist who) 
first discovered the part of the | 
body so named. : | 


This secretion controls. the 
changes that must occur in the 
sugar of our food to make it 
usable by the body. When this 
secretion is missing because of 
a disease in those cells which 
make up the Islands of Langer- 
hans, diabetes occurs, and until 
insulin was discovered this was 
a very serious disease. 


So you see the importance of 
this glandular structure, the pan- 
creas. The troubles that may hap- 
pen to it are of several kinds in 
addition to diabetes. Tumors may 
develop in it of both benign and 
malignant types. Tumors of the 
pancreas grow very insidiously, 
usually since this structure lies 
mostly behind the stomach and 
cannot be felt by abdominal ex- 
amination. : 


Then, too, symptoms caused by 


development of the _ disease. | 
X-ray evidence is also usually | 
indirect; not the direct evidence 
we usually have of tumors of the 
stomach or intestine. 


The pancreas may also become 
inflamed, -causing the disease 
known as pancreatitis. This is of- 
ten associated with acute gall- 
bladder disease and adds to the 
seriousness of that condition. 


For tumors, surgery is often 
done in these modern days and 
sometimes it is very successful. 
In the case of the benign tumor 
or the cyst it is particularly ef- 
fective. For the malignant type 
it should also be tried whenever, 
in the opinion of the experienced

surgeon, there ig a chance of re- 
moving the cancerous growth. 


Pancreatitis is an inflamma- 
tion of this structure and should 
be treated medically with a diet 
which does not demand too much 
of the pancreas: that is ‘one of 
easily digestible food with a tem- 
porarily low fat content and with 
the avoidance of all alcohol as this 
has been shown to have a very 
bad effect on the sick pancreas. 


Occasionally a gourmand, who 
also likes to drink, gets an at- 
tack of pancreatitis. The symp- 
toms may be very severe pain in 
the pit of the stomach going 
through to the back, and there 
may also be nausea and vomiting 
and sometimes jaundice. 


Rest in bed and a light restful 
diet with the use of antispasm 
medication will almost always re- 
store the inflamed pancreas to 
normal. But this should be done 
at once for we must have our 
pancreas in its best possible con- 
dition to be well and happy.
